Precincts 5 & 6 
voting moved $82.50 


For the first time in Wilmington 
history, the town will have two voting 
locations for a Presidential election. 

The Wilmington Board of Select- 
men voted to have voters from 
precincts 5 and 6 vote at the North 
Intermediate School. Voters in 
precincts 1, 2, 3 and 4 will vote at the 
High School as usual, The split is only 
in’ effect for the November 4 
Presidential election. 

The vote was unanimous but not 
without debate. Town Clerk Priscilla 
Lynch requested that the selectmen 
take some action, to avoid crowding 
at the polls. The Presidential election 
traditionally draws a much greater 
turnout, than any other election. In 
past years, there has been a problem 
with lines of voters backed up, 
waiting. 


“My thing is to relieve the backup a 

little bit," Lynch told the selectmen. 
‘ou're not going to be able to stop 
iu” 

Selectman Dan Ballou, Jr, spoke in 
favor of keeping the tradition of all six 
Precincts voting in one location, 
noting that politicians would come to 
Wilmingtor on election day, knowing 
that all voters would come to one 
place. Most other towns have voting 
at scattered precinct locations. 

“I think it's a classic," Ballou said. 

The Town Clerk said that she had 
received many complaints regarding 
the waiting lines in the election. 

Ballou agreed to vote for the 
change, if it were only for the 
Presidential election,

Wilmington’s tax rate, for Fiscal | 
Year 1981, has been set at $82.50. The | 
rate was established after a visit of | 
Principal Assessor Anthony Krez- 
minski to the state house Monday. 

The new rate is an increase of $3.50 
over that of last year. It goes into 
effect as of July 1, 1980, and will 
continue until the end of June, 1981. | 

The new rate, according to Krez- 
minski, is based on four increases. 

The town had to raise $853,928 more 
than it had to raise last year. There 
was $102,119 more in state 
assessments, than a year ago. The | 
county assessments had inc! 
$37,393, the county retirement fund 
required a payment of $100,742 more 
than was paid a year ago. 

The total valuation of Wilmington 
real estate, this year, is $157,552,820. 

| This is an increase of $3,848,850 


Town meeting took 20 minutes 


“If you were ten minutes late, you 
missed everything,” was the way 
Moderator John Callan explained the 
special town meeting to a latecomer. 

Wilmington voters on Monday night 
quickly ratified previous action 
authorizing bond issues, and ap 
proved a request by the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority to rescind 
an old plan for Jewel Drive. 

Article One was moved by Robert 
Cain, chairman of the of 
Selectmen. Town $i 
Morris then explained that the 
ratification of the bonding authority 
had been recommended by bond 
counsel, to protect the town's bond 
rating. Morris said that only five 
towns in Massachusetts have a higher 
bond rating than Wilmington. 

Richard Cogan asked two 

juestions, directed to the chairman of 

Finance Committee. What is the 
indebtedness of the town, Cogan 
asked, and how would the passage of 
Proposition 2% effect the town's 
ability to repay?

The tax rate declared Monday 
afternoon, for Wilmington ($82.50) is 
based on a valuation figure of about 42

Popecause of the present law on tax 
valuations, all 351 communities, in- 
cluding Boston, will have to be on a 
100 per cent valuation by July 1, 1983. 
By this it is meant that all property 
will have to be taxed on a full and fair 
market value in accordance with the 
latest statutes.

Fincom Chairman « Walter 
Kaminski said that he was not 
prepared to answer the questions. 
Had Cogan asked the question at the 
Finance Committee hearing on the 
warrant articles, he could have had 
the information ready, Kaminski 
said. 

Morris gave an answer to the 
second question. He said that the 
town presently has a valuation of $157 
million, and that under 100 percent 
valuation, the figure should to go $300 
million. Under Proposition 24s, if it 
passes, the town would be able to 
raise 15 percent of the valuation by 
taxes. 

“Operating budgets would be ad- 
justed down considerably if 
Proposition 24% passes," Morris said. 

The first article passed by a vote of 
216 to 6. 

Article Two was read by Raymond 
McNamara, chairman of the 
Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority. An explanation of the 
article was given by Morris. 


Morris said that the redevelopment 
project had been started by a 
developer who was unable to com- 
plete the project. A new developer 
has been brought in. Under the 
previous developer, Jewel Drive had 
been ended with a cul-de-sac. The 
new developer wanted, Morris said, to 
extend the street. This would 
necessitate filing a new plan for the 
Street. But first, the town meeting 
would have to approve the rescinding 
of the old plan. 

One voter had a question relating to 
the location of easements on the 
property. 

Robert Lewis of Woburn Street 
spoke in opposition to the article. 

“We don't want any more industry 
in that area,” he said, pointing out 
that at rush hour, more than 1000 cars 
in an hour pass through Woburn 
Street. 

The vote was in favor of the article, 
155 to 53. 

The meeting adjourned at 8:03 
p.m., having conducted its business in 
little more than 20 minutes.

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The Land of Nod 


“In the early history of the 
‘Massachusetts Bay Colony several 


. je division lines were drawn, between 


the towns outside of Boston. There 
was one between Charlestown and 
Lynn. Another was between 
“Charlestown and Cambridge. There 
‘were others, between other towns. 

The result could be described as a 
piece of pie, with Boston at the center. 

‘There was no outer definition for 
some of the lines, That between Lynn 
and Charlestown was to go no further 
than the Merrimack River. But, even 
before the line had been really 
completed settlers had come up the 
Merrimack River and the settlement 
-of Andover had been made (1635). 
‘The result was that the Charlestown 
Line ended at the Andover line. 

It still exists today, in places. Part 
of the Woburn - Reading line is the old 
Charlestown Line, In other places, 
such as in Wilmington it has com- 
pletely disappeared, 

In what is now Wilmington that land 
which was to the east of the 
Charlestown Line was deemed to be a 
partof Lynn. It pueaquentyy became 

+ apart of Reading, which was set off 
as Lynn Village, and then became 
Reading in 1644. 

The Town of Cambridge extended 
out to the present Billerica, and was 
thus westerly of Woburn, which was 
set off in 1642, This led, in a few 
years, to discussions as to just where 
the boundaries were, The Shawsheen 
River, for instance, in some places, 
could have been made into a boun- 
dary, but this did not happen. 

During this period in the Colonial 
history other towns being set off - 
Concord and Chelmsford, to name 
two. The areas of these towns did not 
at all conform to the idea of the 
radials extending out from Boston, of 
which the Charlestown Line was one, 

A map to be found in the state ar- 
chives in the State House shows the 
concepts of Billerica and Chelmsford 
in 1653. The boundaries had not yet 
been definitely drawn. It is noticable 
that the eastern boundary of Billerica 
was .about one mile east of the 
Shawsheen River. Tt was not, 
however, the straight line which was 
later drawn. There was a curve in the 
line. 

In 1655 the towns of Woburn and 
Billerica were delineated, as to their 
common boundary, by the agreed 
upon Shawsheen Line. It was to be 
one mile easterly of the Shawsheen 
River,. The boundaries of Billerica 
and Wilmington, in part, are part of 
the Shawsheen Line of 1655. The 
boundary of Wilmington and 
‘Tewksbury today is the Shawsheen 
Line. 

Woburn, when it was set off, in 1642, 
included the land that was known as 
Goshen. At first it was poorly defined, 
but in 1655, when the two lines, 
(Charlestown and Shawsheen) had 
been drawn, there was a place which 
could be and was called Goshen. 

Goshen, of course, is the Biblical 
name for that part of Egypt, and the 
territory easterly of Egypt which 
borders the Mediterranean Sea. It 
was a place where cultivation of land 
was common, and good crops were to 
be expected. It was a good place to 
live, 

With reference to that part of 
Wilmington which was called Goshen, 
there does not seem, in the very early 
days, to have been such a phrase as 
“The Land of Goshen."’ Perhaps the

writer is in error, but he has not found 
muck a reference. Goshen seems to 

ve 
been a friendly place, where a family 
could live. 

‘The Land of Nod, on the other hand, 
was so called. This was-directly used, 
ine Biblical and historical sense, in 


ilmington. 

Nod, in the Bible, was a land that 
was unknown. It was beyond the 
realm of the Hebrew Jehovah. It was 
a far away place, and all wi 
unknown, where no one lived. It ws 
something like the definition in 
early days of “Land West of Pecos.” 

Nod was laid out, some years after 
Woburn was founded to compensate 
the le of Charlestown for land 
that had been owned “in common” in 
that part of Charlestown that had 
become Woburn. 

There were several times in which 
the claims were discussed in the 
Colonial lagislature, The General 
Court. Two or three tentative 
definitions seem to have been agreed 
upon. Finally, some time about 1660, 
instructions were given to surveyors 
to lay out the Land of Nod. 

Nod was to be given to 10 principal 
residents of Charlestown. There was 
to be 3,000 acres. It would seem that 
each of the owners would receive 300 
acres. Such does not seem to be the 
case. One lot was later described as 


being 800 acres in 
area, 
One of the owners was @ 


Charlestown man named Graves. He 
was a Naval officer, an Admiral. This 
is of passing interest because, a 
century later, when the Battle of 
Bunker Hill was fought, the British 
officer in command of the Royal Navy 
in Boston was also named Admiral 
Graves. (Wilmington’s Admiral was 
killed in a naval battle off the coast of 
England, while Oliver Cromwell still 
was the Lord Protector of the English 


‘Commonwealth. ) 


‘The last set of orders to the sur- 
veyors, when they laid out Nod, seems 
to have been to go to the northern end 
of the Shawsheen Line, and then go 
southward on that line for two miles. 
From there the surveyors were to 
strike a line eastward, to intersect 
with the Charlestown Line, and thus 
encompass land of 3,000 acres. 

Thithe surveyors had'followed these 
instructions Sandy Pond, now Silver 
ike pare have been a part of The 


Nod. 

Instead, somehow, a different Land 
of Nod was laid out. It is possible 
there were other instructions, of 
which the writer is not aware. 

But, as The Land of Nod was laid 
out, the land was taken entirely from 
Reading. The entire Land of Nod was 
easterly of the Charlestown Line. 

The surveyors seem to have gone 
southerly on the Charlestown Line for 
about a mile, and then to have blazed 
a-way through the wilderness, 
easterly, The resulting Land of Nod 
uid'not encompass a territory of about 
3,000 acres. 

The first tree which was used as a 
marker was known, in those days, as 
The writer has no 
knowledge of how it was so named. 
Possibly the name came from that of 
one of the surveyors. 

‘The Brock Pine stood very near the 
present crossing of the railroed and 
Salem Street. This crossing, one 
hundred years ago was variously 
called the Elizabeth Blanchard

One hundred years ago 


From newspaper clippings, source unknown 


It was one of those days, for which 
New England is so noted, in early 
autumn, with a clear sky, pure, 
refreshing and inspiring atmosphere, 
that Wilmington held her annual fair 
and celebrated her 150th birthday. 
Sept. 25, 1880, will be long and 
pleasantly remembered by the sons 
and daughters of that town, and the 
fathers and mothers will place it 
among the archives of an honored 
ancestry, long to be preserved. It was 
a gala day to the young, bat to the 
aged it was a sober, reflective oc- 
casion, as old acquaintances were 
renewed and the hearty hand-shake 
was indulged in, perhaps to most of 
them, for the last time. 

At an early hour in the day crows 
began to assemble in the part of the 
town where the fair and celebration 
were to be held, and it was 
pronounced the largest gathering 
ever assembled there. The school 
house, at the centre, being used as an 
exhibition hall of the Fair and the 
Anniversary exercises were held in 
the church. 

‘The first part of the day was 
devoted to the annual fair of the 
Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Club, and 
was one of which they may well be 
proud, and would have done justice to 
a more pretentious occasion. 

On entering the hall the first thing 
that met our gaze was the exhibit of 
the vegetables, which was simply 
grand, and to make any special 
mention of any particular display 
would be folly and perhaps unjust. 
But we hope to be pardoned if we do 
mention a few that strutk us as being 
par excellence. The collections of I.E. 
Morse, H.A. Sheldon and G.O 
Gowing, consisting of Potatoes, 
Beets, Turnips, Squashes, Melons and 
Tomatoes were particularly fine. 
Sheldon Sargent had on exhibition 
some onions that were raised in 
Spain, (so the placard said,) one of 
which was large enough to have put 
the whole town in tears, on any other 
day but this, The exhibit of Wm. 
Johnston of Woburn, should receive 
more than a passing notice. This 
collection contained all of the 
vegetables usually found upon a 
farmer’s table, and taking it in its 
quality, quantity and tasteful 
arrangement, was the finest 
exhibition of the kind we ever saw 
‘Then we passed around to the other 
side of the hall to the fruit table, upon 
one end a fine collection of bread, of 
which Daniel Kelly was the “boss” 
exhibitor. If any one is to have special 
mention on the display of fruit, Chas, 
W. Swain should properly be the one 
As we passed down these tables, we 
could only feast our eyes on the 
luscious pears, apples, grapes, etc., 
as a big placard said “hands off,” and 
we did envy the judges in their tasting 
duty. We then came upon that ex- 
cellent sewing machine, called the 
“Household,” which was so noiseless, 
that if our attention had not been 
directed to it, we should not have had 
the pleasure of seeing the fine work 
that was being done upon it-by a very 
superior and beautiful lady operator. 
‘This exhibit was placed there by that 
live, energetic and honest sewing 
machine agent, Moses Bancroft of 
Reading. The center of the hall 
contained,the table of fancy articles 
and needle work, which was a very 
creditable display. The exhibition of 
flowers was not large, but contained 
some beautiful specimens in its 


tasteful arrangements for show. Mrs. 


J. Bond exhibited one of those rare 
(7) flowers of New England, known as 
the “Sunflower,” which was as large 
as a (small) wash tub. We must not 
forget to mention the sweet potatoes 
raised in Wilmington, by H. Allen 
Sheldon, and peanuts, by Chas. W. 
Swain.

The celebration 

At 1:30 o'clock P.M., the 
Congregational Church was thrown 
open and soon filled by a weary and 
restless crowd, glad of the op 
portunity to procure a comfortable 
seat. The front seats were reserved 
for invited guests from out of town, 
and the large number occupied 
showed that the\response to the in- 
vitations had been quite general. We 
noticed among the number, ex- 
Governor Boutwell, ex-Governor 
Talbott, Solon Bancroft of Reading, 
Capt. Durgin of Haverhill, Mark 
Allen, Esq., editor of the Woburn 
Advertiser, and Nathan Wyman of 
Woburn. About 2 o'clock, H.A. 
Sheldon, President of the Farmers’ 
and Mechanics’ Club, called the 
assemblage to order and stated in a 
few brief and well chosen words the 
history and growth of thé annual fairs 
of this club which had culminated in a 
perfect success today. He also stated 
the remainder of the day would be 
devoted to exercises in honor of the 
150th anniversary of the settlement of 
Wilmington, and introduced Lemuel 
C. Eames, President of the day. Mr. 
Eames, on taking the platform, 
stated, in a speech full of force and 
feeling, why they wished to reverence

this day, He said that it may be 
thought that Wilmington, with her few 
hundred inhabitants, had no right to 
aspire to any such occasion as this. 

But, said he, while we are fully aware 
of our smallness, and a speck by the 
side of our more pretentious neigh- 
bors, we do claim the right to honor 
our fathers, and that is the reason 
why we are assembled here. To prove 
that Wilmington has a history, he 
continued, and one that its citizens of 
today may well be proud, they have 
only to turn.to the records of the past. 

We would like to give a much fuller 
report of this eloquent speech, but 
space forbids. At the conclusion of the 
president's speech, Rev. Dr. March of 
Woburn, read the Scriptures and 
offered prayer. Then was sung with a 
vim, that good hymn by Dr. Baker of 
New Haven, “God beneath thy 
Guiding hand,” etc. 

The president then introduced the 
orator of the day, Rev. Mr. Noyes of 
Woburn. An attempt to give a 
synopsis of this oration, or historical 
address, would end in utter failure. 
But suffice it to say it was full of in- 
cidents and facts connected with 
early days of the town, and the 
privations and suffering through 
which the pioneer fathers underwent, 
to bequeath their children what she is 
today. 

The audience then sang that in 
spiring humn, ‘God bless our native 
land,” ete. 

‘The president then called upon ex- 
Governor Boutwell for a few remarks, 
to which he responded, Nathan 
Wyman represented Woburn in a 
short speech and reading some of the 
early records of the town. Solon 


Bancroft, represented Reading with 
some well chosen remarks. Ex- 
Governor Talbott was then called 
upon, and thanked the managers for 
the invitation to be present on this 
happy occasion, he seemed to confine 
himself, in a roundabout way, to in- 
troducing Capt. Durgin of Haverhill. 
The speech of the Captain can be 
recorded as the “funny speech” of the 
occasion, and it gave new life and 
inspiration to that reflective audience 
in having been once their minister, 
now a farmer and has procured the 
“handle” of Capt., his free and easy 
talk brought to their minds many 
pleasant recollections.

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1880: Wilmington's 150th anniversary

WILMINGTON 
Celebration of the One Hundred 
and Fiftieth Anniversary of 
the Town, and Sixth 
Annual Exhibition of the 
Farmers and Mechanics Club 

The town of Wilmington was in- 
corporated September 25th, 1730, and 
Saturday last was its one hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary, which was 
celebrated by the citizens of the town, 
in connection with the sixth annual 
exhibition of the Wilmington Farmers 
and Mechanics Club. The day was 
one of the finest, and there was a 
large number of people present. The 
forenoon was devoted more especially 
to the exhibition of the Club, The 
anniversary exercises occupied the 
afternoon, 

‘The fair 

As heretofore, the exhibition of 
agricultural and mechanical products 
was in the Town Hall, and we don’t 
think that for the size of the 
exhibition, we have ever seen a finer 
display of vegetables and fruit than 
was offered there. The finest 
collection of vegetables was exhibited 
by Mr. William Johnson, one of the 
Woburn Selectmen, among which was 
a very fine large Hubbard squash, 
bearing on and growing into it the 
names of “Hancock and English." 
This collection not being raised within 
the limits of the town of Wilmington, 
was excluded from competition for 
the prize by the rules of the Club. 

Among other remarkable products 
were some very large onions, raised 
in Spain, and presented for exhibition 
by Sheldon Sargent. Any one of these, 
in our judgement, would go round for 
an ordinary family, at dinner. 

Among the novelties in agrucultural 
products were some very fine looking 
peanuts, raised by Charles W. Swain, 


and some very fine sweet potatoes 
raised by H.A. Sheldon, 

There were many exhibits worthy 
of special notice, and did not our 
space forbid. 

The display of household 
manufactures, also needle work, was 
excellent and there was a pretty 
display of flowers. 

The premiums awarded for the 
various articles exhibited included 
prizes of fifty cents, one dollar and 
one dollar and fifty cents and were 
awarded in many and varied 
categories including: 

Fruit, vegetables, seed grain, 
bread, butter, flowers, works of art 
and pictures, mechanical produc- 
tions, household manufacturers and 
needle work, prepared fruits, pickles, 
honey, working oxen, milk cows and 
many others. 

Among the prize winners were H 
Allen Sheldon who won $1.50 for the 
best collection of apples;, Horace 
Sheldon for the second best plate of 
pears; Silas Brown for the best 
collection of cranberries; Levi Swain, 
Jr, who had the best judged bushel of 
potatoes; Henry Sheldqn the best 
sweet corn; Mrs. Harvey Beard for 
the best rye and Indian bread. 

Daniel Upton was awarded an 
unusual $2.00 prize for his best 
specimen of six pounds of butter; 
Julia Parker exhibited what was 
considered the best bouquet of 
wildflowers; and Maggie Coles won 
the second spot for her pencil 
drawings. The best specimens of 
carpenter work were judged to be 
those of W.S Marsh and J. Clifford 
Pearson. 

Winners in the household 
manufactures and needle work 
category included among others Mrs. 
Horace Eames, Mrs. Thomas Bond,

Mrs. F. M. Carter was considered to 
have ceplayed the best collection of 
prepared fruits, pickles and honey 
and Horace Sheldon was awarded a 
$2.00 prize for his fine pair of working 
oxen. ‘ 

Shortly after nine o'clock, the 
Woburn Brass Band, with the com- 
petitors, judges, and all others in- 
terested, proceeded to the grounds of 
Otis Carter, about half a mile from 
the centre of the village, where the 
Ploughing Match took place. There 
were but four competitors, viz.: - 
Horace Sheldon, W.H. Carter, 2d, 
Fred S. White, and Alex Weir. The 
ploughing was well done, and at the 
conclusion all returned to the centre, 
where the band furnished music. 
There was the usual amount of side 
shows and intinerant venders of 
notions. 

At 12 o'clock dinner was served in 
the vestry of the Church. There was a 
large crowd to feed, which occupied 
considerable time. 


Anniversary services 
The Anniversary services com- 
menced in the Church after dinner. 
The meefing was called to order by 
Mr. H. Allen Sheldon, President of the 
Farmers and Mechanics’ Club, who 
stated that on this occasion, it being 
the one hundred and fiftieth an- 
niversary of the town, the Club would 
fotego their usual exercises, and the 
announcing of premiums, in order 
that the anniversary exercises might 
proceed at once. He introduced 
Lemuel C. Eames, Esq., as President 
of the cay. 


Our Town 


Mr. Eames_on_taking the chair 
made a few remarks appropriate to 
the occasion, and introduced Dr. 
Daniel D. March, pastor of the 
Congregational Church of Woburn, to 
conduct the devotional exercises, 
which consisted of reading selections 
from the Scriptures, singing two 
verses of a hymn by Dr. Leonard 
Bacon, of New Haven, commencing, 
“Oh God, beneath whose guiding hand 
Our exalted fathers crossed the sea, 
and prayer. 

Rev. Daniel P. Noyes, pastor of the 
Wilmington Church, then delivered an 
historical address, presenting many 
reminiscences of the olden time, from 
the incoporation of the town, and 
down to the present time. The reason 
presented for the separation of that 
part of Woburn, now Wilmington, 
from the mother town, was on account 
of the desire of the inhabitants to 
enjoy religious worship with less 
inconvenience of travel, and the 
unwillingness of Woburn to build a 
Meeting House for the ac 
commodation of that portion of the 
town. 

Ex-Governor George S. Boutwell 
was next introduced. He made a few 
appropriate remarks, alluding to 
Wilmington as the birth place of his 
father. 

Mr. Nathan Wyman, Post Master of 
Woburn, was called upon to respond 
for the mother town. He spoke 
briefly, and occupied a short time in 
reading some interesting extracts 
from the first volume of the Records 
of the Town of Woburn. 

Solon Bancroft, Esq., of Reading, 
responded for that town, a portion of 
which was taken to form the town of 
Wilmington. Ex-Governor Thos 
Talbot, of Billerica, also addressed 
the meeting.

was why the writer started making 
the map 

The intentions were to confine the 
names ete. strictly to people who lived 
in what is now Wilmington in 1730. It 
could not be done. The map was 
enlarged in scope, to people who lived 
in Wilmington up to the time of King 
George's War - which was. to. say, 
about 1745. 

‘Those houses, shown on the map 
which still exist, although, in many 
instances greatly changed, have a 
cirele around the star that marks the 
site. Thus the home of the late Harold 
Meizar, on Lake Street was included, 


= 


Billerica which became a part of 
Wilmington in 1737. Only one home is 
shown, onthe present Nichols Street, 
near the new bridge. 

‘The map, as constructed, seems to 
imply that there was but one transfer 
of lagd, from Billerica to Wilmington. 
There were two, and the date of the 
first transfer is not certain. The 
transfer, from Billerica to 
Wilmington was requested by the 
people involved. 

They told the General Court that it 
was difficult to get to church on 
Sundays, from their homes. There 
was a problem, of course, with the 
Shawsheen River, etc. 

In that same area a mill, shown by 
an asterisk, has been shown. The site 
is not certain, but there must have 
been a mill there, for the early 
Colonials never missed an op- 


Also to be noted is ‘the Pierre 
Corneille home, where the Shawsheen 
School is now located. This, 50.years 
later, was the Cornell family, and the 
lady who became the wife of Colonel 
Joshua Harnden was of this family 

Pierre Cornielle was, as far as the 
writer is aware, the only Huguenot to 
settle in Wilmington who had been 
born in Fra was one of those who 
settled in Oxford about 1683, under 
some sort of a contract to cut wood. 
He moved to Billerica a couple of 
years afterward. 

Other Huguenots, the Jaques, the 
Jaquiths, etc.,s eem to have been 
second or third generation people, 
born in England or in New England. 
Sgt. Abraham Jaquith (it was 
pronounced, it seems, Abram) moved 
out from Charlestown in 1665. He 
believed he lived in Goshen, but his 
home was just over the line in 
Billerica. It stood near the corner of 
Aldrich Road and Forest Street. A 
century ago the’ cellar hole was 
reported as still existing, but the 


writer has been unable to find it. 

Another mill is shown, where 
Lubbers Brook crosses Glen Road. 
The writer has always believed that 
mill dated back to 1720, the time when 
the Deacon James Thompson house 
was supposed to have been built. 

Alice Pdpaliolios, who, with her 
husband, owns the former Pop 
Neilson farmhouse on Glen Road, did 
some research a few years ago, and 
discovered that the General Court 
granted the right to dig a ditch from 
Sandy Pond to Lubbers Brook in 1705. 
Perhaps the mill dates from that 
year. 

That legislative act names a house, 
and the distance ‘from that house to 
the ditch. It could have been only the 
house that once stogd at the corner of 
Jones Avenue and Glén Road. There 
was a cellar hole there when the 
writer was a boy. It was in that house 
that Ed Nelson Eames, who took 
some of the pictures appearing in this 
issue, was born. The legislative act 
proves conclusively that there was a 
home on that site in 1705.

a home on the old dam site of that 
mill. He is the only Wilmington 
resident who is able to sit in his home 
and say “No, not by a damsite" and 
not be cussing. 

And, for those who are interested, 
there will be some excavation soon, 
on Main Street near Sandy Pond, now 
Silver Lake. 

The writer has always suspected 
that, when the mill was built and the 
ditch was dug to put more water into 
Lubbers Brook, the shoreline was also 
built up, to keep more water in Silver 
Lake. It is his belief that the ancient 
waterway from Sandy Pond was, in 
general terms, what is now Williams 
Avenue. 

If the reader should see the writer 
peering down into those ditches soon 
to be dug, the reader can guess at 
what the writer is seeking. 

Just because there are roads, in 
some locations, on that map, is no 
proof that those roads existed in 1730. 
And, where they did exist, the width 
was probably one ox cart. ‘That width 
is the width of thestandard steel rails, 
for trains, in America, and was also 
the width of the ruts in the roads in 
ancient Pompei, in Italy. 

Main Street, as such, did not exist in 
1730. The part of Main Street between 
Eames Street and Butters Row came 
much later, because of the Maple 
Meadow Brook. To get from Woburn 
to the home of Deacon Samuel Walker 
probably meant a trip over Wood Hill 
and then to go along what is now 
Butters Row. 

The writer shows three houses close 
together, at the home of Deacon 
Walker.’ That, frankly, is a guess. 

Deacon Walker's home was quite 
likely that of the present home of 
Stanley and George MAM Webber. 
There was a schoolhouse nearby, on 
the opposite corner. And there were 
two more homes, but just where those 
homes were located is not known, 

‘A Benjamin Harnden lived near 
Deacon Walker in 1735. His nephew 
from Andover was, for a few months, 
the teacher in the school, and then; 
unfortunately, he passed on. 

Another home was the Pierce home, 
built in 1716, It was moved, in the 
ea

site at 47 Middlesex Avenue. It is one 
of the oldest homes in Wilmington, but 
not at its present location. 

Butters, Row too, deserves more 
than a comment. Will Butter, who 
was probably the first white man to 
live in what is now Wilmington, and 
this about 1660, had 12 grandchildren, 
Four of the homes are shown, but 
there were undoubtedly more, Two of 
the Butters homes still exist, and both 
are well cared for, and may exist for 
another couple of centuries. 

‘There are two streets, in the United 
States, named for this family, but 
only one Butters Row. That name is 
unique to Wilmington. 

‘There was a mill, at what is now the 
town line between Burlington and 
Wilmington. It is known by the name 
of Clapp's Mill, There are impressive 


ruins. 

Noah Clapp lived in Wilmington at 
the time of the Civil War, and moved 
to Oakland, California about 1885. 

The writer does not know who 

owned the mill before Noah, There 
are, too, more mill dams, further 
upstream. Quite evidently there were 
mills at this site in the early Colonial 
days - but who ran them? 
Was Will Butter a miller? Nothing 
seems to so indicate, but, also, 
nothing is said to prove that he 
wasn't. 

Somebody did run those mills. 

And, incidently, Noah Clapp was 
the man who cut the timbers that are 
in the steeple of the Congregational 
Church, back in 1864. His mill was the 
only one in the area that could handle 
timbers that big. 

Up on Salem Street another mill is 
shown - Nod Mill. 

‘The late Philip Buzzell proved, in 
court, back about half a century ago, 
that the Nod Mill was in existance a 
early as 1695, which makes it the 
earliest known mill in Wilmington. 

<Eddie Sargent, of Woburn Street, 
still owns a saw blade from that mill, 
and has some interesting pictures, 
The Nod Mill was not for cutting of 
timbers, but rather for the cutting of 
boards. During the Civil War it cut 
“flannel boards." They were used by 
a mill in Ballardvale that made 
flannel, for the shirts of the soldiers in 
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The Wilmington Sons of Italy on Sunday dedicated the members’ 
quarters in their lodge to the late Vincent ‘‘Jimmy’’ Capozzi of Chestnut 
Street.

A Wilmington celebration

There was a big job to do, and no 
money to do it with. 

Wilmington was celebrating its 
250th anniversary in the same year as 
the governor's tax cap. The 250th 
Anniversary Committee found itself 
in the position of having to raise funds 
in order to carry out the celebration. 

As the town reaches its anniversary 
date, September 25, the committee 
has an excellent track record. There 
were many more pluses than 
minuses. 

After staging a truly memorable 
Fourth of July celebration, the 
committee then put together a parade 
for which there cannot be enough 
superlatives 

The celebration began in January 
with an anniversary ball at the 
Shriners Auditorium, which attracted 
more than 900 people. A second dance 
was held in June, called the 


Wilmington Reunion. 

Athletes played a big part of the 
anniversary celebration. The events 
included a one - pitch softball series in 
May, a race called a “‘quadrathon”” in 
July, a softball challenge series in 
July and August, and a hospital bed 
race, that could be called either 
athletics or insanity. 

The softball challenge series proved 
to be quite popular. The series set 
clan versus clan, neighborhood 
versus neighborhood, industry versus 
industry and class versus class of 
WHS alumni. The series centered on 
fun, and the finale of the clan series 
gave an example of the tone that held 
through the series. The game was 
between the Butters and the Stewarts. 
After the Butters had won, the two 
families shared a bottle of cham- 
pagne, in honor of a fine series of 
games.

Participants dressed in a variety of 
strange costumes, including a “Big 
Bird" costume and nurse's uniforms. 
The “Father Guido Sarducci Special" 
of the Wilmington Softball League 
won the organizations’ competition, 
anda team from Altron, Incorporated 
won the industrial competition. 

Because the town did not ap- 
propriate any money for the 
celebration, the committee had to 
raise its own money. The fund 
raising began in May with a flea 
market on the common. The Senior 
Citizens’ ran a field day on the

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Recount on 
senate race 


Regina Villa of Manchester has 
asked for a recount in the State Senate 
race in the First Essex and Middlesex 
District. 

‘An error in Wilmington’s figures 
narrowed her margin by 60 votes, and 
she now trails William Gustus by only 
17 votes, possibly 16. The error 
resulted in a 3 being read as a 9 in 
Gustus’ tally, The way in which the 
Wilmington voting machines print the 
numbers led to the error, which was 
picked up because the totals did not 
add up. 

Wilmington is the only town where 
Villa will not be asking for a recount. 
Wilmington is the only town in the 
district to have automated voting 
machines, Andover and Reading 
have machines that use cards, and 
Villa has asked that the cards be 
counted by hand. All other towns in 
the district are on paper ballots. The 
recount should be completed by 
Monday night, next week.

The oldest Wilmington 


Wilmington, Massachusetts at 250 is 


the oldest Wilmington in the United King 


States. Although not the oldest 
community to bear the name 
Wilmington, this town has held the 
name longer than any of its 
namesakes. But it seems that 
although the other Wilmingtons are 
named after _— Wilmington, 
Massachusetts, chronologically, none 
of them are named for it. 

The riame comes from the Earl of 
Wilmington, Spencer Compton, a 
British baron at the time that 
Wilmington was founded. It would be 
nice to be able to report that he wa: 
first - rate prime minister, but he 
not. The (British) Dictionary of 
National Biography offers the 
assessment, “Wanting in decision, 
and possessing but very ordinary 
abilities, he was neither suited to 
become a leader of men nor a framer 
of measures."” 

Compton became speaker of the 
House of Commons in 1715. In 1728, he 


nearly became prime minister, under 


7. 
Two other communities took the 
name Wilmington directly from the 
Ear! of Wilmington, one in Delaware, 
the other in North Carolina. Other 
communities named Wilmington are 
named after one or the other of those 
towns. 

Wilmington, Delaware is a much 
older community, but until 1731 was 
called Fort Christina. Founded by 
Swedes in 1638, it was later owned by 
the Dutch and again by the Swedes, 
before becoming English. The name 
was changed to Willington, and then 
in 1739. to Wilmington. 

Wilmington, North Carolina was 
founded as New Liverpool, and 
became Wilmington in 1734. 

Wilmington, Vermont was founded 
in 1779. The source of its name is not 


known to this writer. . 
Wilmington, New York, Wilmington 
California (1857) and New 
Wilmington, Pennsylvania all took 
their names from Wilmington, 
Delaware. y 

Wilmington, Ohio (1799) took its 
name from Wilmington, North 
Carolina, and Wilmington, Tlinais 
(1854) took its name from the Ohio 
town. 

In addition to the communities 
named Wilmington, there are also a 
Lake Wilmington, a Wilmington 
Island and a Wilmington Mountain. 
‘The lake is in central Florida, the 
island off the coast of Georgia and the 
mountain in Wilmington, New York. 

Wilmington, New York is the home 
of the Ashworth family, formerly of 
Church Street, Wilmington. Olympic 
bronze medal winner Jeanne Ash 
worth moved there after visiting the 
town several times while skating in 
competition at Lake Placid, long 
before the 1980 Olympics.

‘The 10ist Engineering Battalion of 
the National Guard is the oldest 
military organization in 
Massachusetts, according to Sergeant 
First Class Richard McBain. Mc- 
Bain, Lt. Bob Walsh and Sergeant 
First Class Marvin Razin told 
Wilmington Rotarians of the ac- 
tivities of the Battalion on September 


17. 

(Of interest to Wilmington 
residents, especially in this 250th 
anniversary year, is that William 
Butter, probably the first white man 
tohave lived in Wilmington, served in 
what-seems to have been the original 
regiment of this battalion, back in 
King Philip's War.) 

There were two regiments, McBain 
told the writer, the North Regiment, 
and the South Regiment, in 
Massachusetts Bay. The ~ North 
Regiment was the one in which Butter 
presumably served. The North 
Regiment was four hours older than

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the South Regiment. The South 
Regiment is now the 182nd Infantry. 

Butter was among the first to go, in 
King Philip's War. He was a former 
prisoner of war, a Scot, a Covenater 
Maybe he was drafted, maybe he 
volunteered, but he was in the service 
long before other men from Woburn 
were. He was also in the service long 
after others had. returned home, 
taking a part in an expedition to 
Maine six months after King Philip 
had been killed. 

Company B of the 10ist has its 
headquarters in Chelsea. Sergeant 
McBain and Sergeant First Class 
Marvin Razin are on full time duty, at 
the Company headquarters, or with 
the unit when it is in the field. Other 
members of the unit, such as Lt. Bob 
Walsh, serve on weekend duty, Walsh 
has recently become a Second 
Lieutenant. He had served four years 
asa Marine. He became an employee 
of the Melrose Savings Bank, and 
joined up with the National Guard 
He went to the Massachusetts 
Military Academy, and has now 
received his commission. 

Razin and McBain, on the other 
hand, are full time technical men. 
They have two bosses - the President 
of the United States, and the Governor 
of Massachusetts. McBain has been 
on full time guard duty for 20 years. 

They take pride in that the National 
Guard is again becoming a Ready 
Reserve. 

The Guard is subject to call for 
disasters such as riots and distur- 
bances or natural disasters, such as 
the great snowstorm in 1978. During 
that snow story the 101st operated in 
Boston, Newton, Hull, Scituate and 
Revere 

Sgt. Razin told of how he rode on'top 
of the cab of a bulldozer on Route 128, 
when it was pushing aside 12 foot 
snow drifts. The driver was unable to 
see what he was doing, and Razin 
directed the driver from on top of the 
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cab. 

“All people see is the military end 
of it all” said McBain. “They don't 
know the services we do for the people 
of Massachusetts." 

The company, sometimes with the 
assistance of another company, had 
built bridges in several places in 
Massachusetts. The bridge that they 
build is a military one, an English 
version of the Army's well known 
Bailey Bridge. 

It is a temporary bridge, which will 
last for about two and one half years. 
To hire civilian firms to do the work 
would mean two and a half months of 
labor and a cost of $250 thousand. 

The 101st does it in a weekend. It 
did so last October, in a place in 
Lowell. They started on a Friday 
afternoon, and Sunday afternoon the 
jacked the bridge into place. The cost 
to Lowell was $2500, for food and a few 
such things. 

The Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, through its National 
Guard, has 10 such bridges in reserve, 
and Company B can be called out at 
any time to put one into a needed 
place. 

“We can do it in any part of the 
state. We put one up last year in 
Worcester,” 

The headquarters of the 01st 
Engineers is in Reading, and there 
are line companies in Bridgewater, 
Lynn, Chelsea, and other places. 

There are three different phases to 
the engineering. There are the 
Combat Engineers, such as are the 
men in Company B, there are the road 
and field battalions, and there is the 
Corps of Engineers. 

“You would be surprised at the 
extent of the work we do," said Mc- 
Bain. 

He told of a month's duty last year 
which was performed in the State 
Forest in Dracut, building roads and 
park benches and tables. Some 
unemployed people were called in, on 
active duty, and put to work, for four 
weeks. 

Razin was asked if the company 
could come out and work on the 
playgrounds in Wilmington. 

It was, he said, something that had 
to be planned and scheduled. The 
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company, if ordered out, could 
bulldoze the fields and get rid of ob- 
structions. He didn't know about 
loam and seeding. 

Sergent Marvin Razin, also a full 
time man, is the recruiter. A year 
ago, he said, students could go to any 
Massachusetts State College and have 
half their tuition paid, if they par- 
ticipated in National Guard. Now the 
program is 100 percent tuition paid. 

People can join the National Guard 
if they are between the ages of 17 and 
35. If they have had prior military 
service they can join up to age 40. 

‘There is the Massachusetts Military 
Academy, such as was attended by 
Lt. Walsh, After 14 months there they 
become commissioner officers. 

There is a Reserve Officers 
‘Training Program (ROTC), which is 
to be had either with the Army or the 
National Guard. In the guard one can 
serve for two years, and then two 
years in college, and be paid all the 
time 

‘After four years of this, a person 
can find himself a second lieutenant 
in either the Army or the National 
Guard. 

There is now a new program, for 
people with no prior military service. 
‘They can attend any of eight state 
colleges, and then go to the 
Massachusetts Military Academy as 
Lt. Walsh did, and become a second 
lieutenant, They get $458 a month, for 
part of this, and they get weekend 
drill, for which they are paid. 

The Massachusetts National Guard, 

at this time, has a registration of 
about 85 percent of the possible 
enrollment, There is hope of having it 
up to 90 percent after the end of the 
year. - 
SFC Razin, in answer to questions, 
told about the state amaories being 
closed. New ones are to be built in 10 
years, Meanwhile the present ar- 
mories are being sold to the town or 
city where they are located, for $1 

In some places the armories are 
being converted into housing for 
senior citizens. 

‘The new armories will not be built 
by engineers from the National 
Guard, They are to be constructed by 
civilian firms and contractors.

request smoking rights 


The Tewksbury School Committee 
is considering lifting its tighter 
discipline standards at the high school 
enough to allow students to smoke in 
the central courtyard during “free 
time." 

Students are unable to smoke 
outside the building this year because 
of the school board's crackdown on 
students leaving the building during 
school hours. Student smoking has 
never been allowed indoors. 

The unanimous vote to take the 
matter under advisement came after 
a group of some 12 high school 
students appeared before the board 
last week to request that they once 
again be able to smoke during school 
hours. 

The group's spokesman, Dawne 
Fournier, told the Town Crier before 
the meeting that the students wanted 
to present their case ‘‘the right way, 
not the rebellious way.”” 

The school committee said it was 
pleased with their organized effort, 
and would move with haste to decide 
on the matter one way or another, A 
group of administrators, faculty, 
students, parents, and school board 
members were scheduled to discuss 
the details and report back to the 
board at its Sept. 24 meeting. 

Fournier and other students gave a

number of reasons why students 
should be allowed to smoke outside 
the building. 

“We're supposed to be young 
adults. I really think we know what's 
Good for us," one said. 

Another argued that it’s unfair to 
give the school staff its own smoking 
area, and not the students. She added 
that eight of 14 schools in the 
Merrimack Valley area allow student 
smoking. 

Other reasons were more 
emotional. “I see several of you 
(school board members) smoke. 
Could you go seven or eight hours 
without smoking? It's a habit.” 

Committeeman Jim Sullivan, a long 

time opponent of smoking at the high 
school, said he would at least consider 
the proposal because “I'm very 
pleased with this group of students at 
the high school.” 

Chairman Louis Carciofi, on the 
other hand, said he was “very much 
opposed” to smoking in the schools, 
although he wasn't opposed to 
granting other privileges to well - 
behaved students. 

“I'm disappointed to hear that 
numero uno is a butt (cigarette) 
There are more important things,” 
Carciofi said. “I would prefer to see 
this discouraged, not encouraged.”
